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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 12,34, and 39 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over GB 21 71 61 OA. 

GB 21 71 61 OA discloses a seat device (60) comprising a base, means for 
supporting an upper body of a person and connected to the base, driving means (63,64) 
indirectly connected to the base via a seating surface connected to the driving means, 
wherein the driving means performs a periodic, continuous and cyclical movement in at 
least two directions of motion (see page 1, lines 3-7) (see attached Appendix A). The 
seating surface is not directly connected to the means for supporting. GB 2171610 
does not disclose whether or not the device has a first period of motion to be larger than 
a second period of motion. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
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the art at the time the invention was made to specify the first period of motion to be 
larger than the second period of motion, since it has been he|d that where the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable 
ranges involves only routine skill in the art. 

With claim 39, the support device can be interpreted to be a lumbar support, per 
se if the user is of a tall height. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-29,31,33, 35-38, and 40 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on December 7, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The applicant has argued that the prior art has does not teach 
the applicant's claimed invention, wherein there is no possible movement between the 
sitting surface and the backrest. The examiner disagrees with this argument. It is best 
interpreted that GB 21 71 61 OA discloses a seat device (60) comprising a base, means 
for supporting an upper body of a person and connected to the base, driving means 
(63,64) indirectly connected to the base via a seating surface connected to the driving 
means, wherein the driving means performs a periodic, continuous and cyclical 
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movement in at least two directions of motion (see page 1 , lines 3-7) (see attached 
Appendix A).
